(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over van der Kolk et al., Schutt '824 or 
784, Tanaka et al '536 B1, Campbell '224, Yoshida et al. '030, Beers '864, McLeod 
'096,. Karchevsky et al. '036 B1 or ( 059 B1, Cuneo '039, Weldes '194, McMahon '061, 
Patton 746, NL 6604385 (DuPont-abstract), JP 51073029 (Ito et al.), JP 51079125 (Ito 
et al.), or JP 51 150533 (Matsui et al.) 

All of the above cited references would appear to teach coating compositions 
with Silica/M20 molar ratios that overlap and would appear to be within the claimed 
particle size ranges. (See claims and one page abstracts respectively) Even if not 
anticipated, overlapping ranges of amounts would at least have been prima facie 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.

The terms "water based" would appear to be vague and indefinite terms. Deletion 
of "based" and insertion of containing is suggested.
